Decided Germanofile in permanent contact 
with the German Cubassy in Madrid and particularly with Counsellor Jians LAZAR 
who buys antiques and works of art through him. LAZAR is one of SANC ‘'s best 
clients and visite his shop several times a week. LAZAN presumbly also acts 
as intermediary in the disposal of goods already brought or arriving from 
Gervany. Another very good client of 5 id is the Japanese Ambassador in 
Madrid. SANCHEZ has sade a considerable fortune during this war by his 
Collaboration with the Germans. His address is Calle Santa Catalina No. 5, 
telephone No. 14772. 


Felipe SAizZ. Germanofile, owner of an art dealer's establishuent 
in Madrid on Plaza de las Cortes No. 3, telephone No. 23596. In addition, he 
is the owner of the "Aquarius" cafe and "Casablanca" night club.

On March 16 jn the San Sebastian Customs there 
was held a publio auction, a valuable collection of Per- 
sian rugs worth some Ptas. 100,000 being involved. mn- 
rique (presumably Heinrich) GINSZ, a German whose ad- 
dress is Calle Vontesquinza 46, 38, Madrid, attended but 
was unsuccessful in purchasing the rugs as the Police 
exercised their option of taking them (It seems that 
the Police, when they are the ones who have caused the 
confiscation of goods, have prior richts of acquisition). 
One oan only guess for whom the Police took the rugs. 
Procedure in connection with the sale appears to have been 
a little irregular in that bids were taken before the 
Police were asked whether they wished to exercise their 
option. Among the bidders were private persons and a 
representative of the German Sonsulate in San Sebastian, 


GRIESE is said to be a German contact man for 
all kinds ofVcontraband activities. Further, he is said 
at present to be procesado for infraction of exchange 
regulations,

Bellevuestrasse, BERLIN. — 


Lindpaintner is known to us from Paris sources, He lived in Paris from 
1941 - 1944 most of the time apparently at the Hotel LOTTI, Rue de Castiglione. 
Whether or not he was a dealer is not certain but he was certainly acting as 
Paris agent for the firm of POSSENBACHER of Johnstrasse 45, MUNICH, who were
